WHY RESUME? 

‘The most obyious and importaut considera- 
jtions in favor of an immediate and earnest 
effort to resume and maintain Specie Payments 
may be summed up as follows: 

I. The power of the Federal Governmont, in 
a state of pence and ordor, to interfere arbitra 
rily with tho standard of value, is at best ques- 
tionable. If it may do this, it would bo difi- 
cult to imagine what it may not do. In time 
of war, of intesting convulsion, of great and 

st publio peril, wo hold that its powers 
re limited only by the clear oxigencies of its 
tion. It may take innocent mon whom it sus- 
heir beds, and 
Jo n unindicted, unarraigned, 
wiaccused, for indefinite torms: but it may not 
8o hold them after the retum of peace, Now, 
the power to interpose between citizens and 
overrule their honest contracts—to say to A, 
‘You sold your house, or ship, or farm, to B 
for $5,000 in gold; but you shall give him a re- 
ceipt in full for $5,000 in paper, which he can 
buy in open market for $3,000 in gold,” is a tre- 
mendous assumption, No considerato citizen can 
like to seo authority strained to that tension 
Whore the necessity for it is not gravo, urgent, 
palpable. We presume that even Mr, Stoyens 
—being unquestionably an able lawyer—would 
prefer that the Supreme Court should not be 
Tequired to adjudge the constittionality of an 
act involying such assumption passed in time 
of profound peace. And, if such an act could 
not justifiably have beon passed in 1859, how 
can it be justifiably maintained in force in 18677 
II. The business of the conntry should rest on 
asolid, assuring basis, Now it does not. The 
clement of gambling strongly peryades most 
commercial transactions. Ho who is prompted 
to buy largely on credit of Cotton or Pork, Flour 
or Stocks, Silks or Wool, says to himself: ‘If 
the Currency should be expanded and depre- 
ciated before I sell, I shall make monoy; if 
it showd bo contracted and appreciated, 
I shall lose.” ‘Lhe farmer, the manufacturer, 
the builder, the contractor, all make new en- 
gagements in view of this contingenoy, In 
other words, hiring labor or buying materials 
wherewith to prodnce. something that cannot 
be sold till months hence, involves a risk peou- 
liar to the times, which no prudent person will 
assume without a prospect of extra profit as 
compensation. We deem this unhealthy, and 
only to be endnred while it must be. 
Il. We freely admit that somo interests, 
some industries, some laudable enterprises, 
would be unfayorably affected by instant Re- 
smmption; but we think this injary would bo 
transitory, and more than compensated by coun- 
terbalancing benefit, At present, it is not pru- 
dent to build honses, nor construct railroads, nor 
improve lands, unless under cironmstances of 
peculiar urgency; for Labor, Food, Materi 
cost 25 to 50 per cent. more dollars than 
they will after we shall havo fully re- 
turned to solvency and a specie basis; 
so, thrifty eapitali 2p thon 


‘mber, Labor, &e., &c., have fallen to 
something like specie prices, as they ultimately 
must and will full." Wo believe, for instance, 
that the Pacific Railroad should be pushed at 
the rate of 500 miles per annum till com- 
pleted; but we cannot urgo those who have 
undertaken it so to push it at present prices. 
We believe that 10,000 now houses ought to be 
built forthwith in this City and its suburbs; 
yet, knowing that a house that costs $10,000 
now may probably be built for less than $8,000 
two years hence, we cannot urge their construc- 
tion while our Currency, and consequently 
Prices, shall remain as they aro. It seems to 
us best, therefore, for every sound intercst that 
we should have Resumption at the earliest day. 
IV. The present artificial inflation of prices 
stimulates smuggling on every frontier and 
false swearing at every Custom-House, It ne- 
cessitates a very large excess of Imports over 
Exports, thus rapidly sinking our country more 
and more deeply in debt-to Europe, and 
cansing a steady outflow of our National ob- 
ligations to be sold for far less than their 
true value, Manifestly, this cannot go on with- 
out producingacrash. The “balance of trade” 
is no chimora, but a stern, sad reality, as every 
prodigal, and every prodigal's creditors, must 
know. He who spends all his income and 25 to 
to 50 per cent. more, is surely on the road to 
ruin, and must arrive there sooner or later 
according to the sizo of his pile, And 
it is the same with a company, a community, 
@ country, as with on individual. And 
we, the American people, are now traveling 
that road. We are to-day importing many 
things that we ought to make at home, and we 
aro exporting bonds—that is, giving our corpor- 
ate note of hand—in payment. We can do 
something to counteract this ruinous tendency 
by reducing our Internal Taxes and increasing 
our Duties on Imports—and we are for doing 
both promptly and yigorously—but that, though 
well, is not enough. Prices in general aro far 
too high with us. Increasing duties will not 
arrest smuggling or fraudulent underyaluation, 
but tend to increase both. We must have, in 
addition to these, cheaper production and lower 
prices for home products. In other words, wo 
must haye Resumption. 

V. Inflation is creating and diffusing preju- 
dice against tho Protection of Home Industry. 
Thousands attribute to the Tariff the natural 
consequences of a groat War and a depreciated 
Curreney. They forget that Cotton is 45 cents 
per pound, and other eloments of cloth-making 
unnaturally dear, and grumble that they 
can’t buy Shirtings and Sheetings at 
something like the prices ot old times. Trae, 
the wholesale prices of these and other Fabrics 
have recently fallen 25 to 33 per cent.; but the 
retailers, who were quick enongh to respond to a

LAGOR AND STRIKES, 

There is anarohy in tho existing relations sf} 
Capital and Labor. Tho journeymen in soyenl 
trades are on a strike for fewor hours of laba 
per day, or for highor wages, or against a pre 
posed reduction of wages, or with reference 
cortain regulations of the ostablishmenth 
whorein they haye hitherto been employed 
Tho stoyo-nanufacturers of Albany and Troy! 
are at War with the molders formerly employeé 
by thom—the latter having adopted certair 
regulations touching tho employment of appren- 
tices, &c., which the former deemed unjust 
and haye therefore determined to rosist. Hence, 
thousands are now out of work, and thousands 
more soon will be. The Albany Evening Jou- 


nal says: 

“Tho Molders’ Lenguo is_ said tohavein its treasary 
about $3,000, With this rosorve, it is proposed to 
establish a “codperativo foundery' upon a vast soale. 


‘The disadvantago will bo os botweon treo millions and 
fifty or aixty times that sum, ‘The capitalists will bo 
ablo to control tho mines, and virtually to clozo the 
market for iron against their compotitors. ‘They would 
also, by their rolations with faotors, make it very difl- 
cult to dispose of goods maaufeotured. We confess wo 
do not seo any prospeot for remody in such a plan, iit 
is tried—which must be yery doubtful” 


—wWe pray the molders to do that very thing 
which The Exening Journal advises them not to 
do. Wo do not suppose thoy havo three million 
dollars, nor three million conts, in their troas- 
ury ; but they probably haye some funds, and 
more in the savings-banks, or hoarded at home. 
We pray them not to stand idle, eating up their 
little moans and thereby wenkening themselves 
day by day; and we more especially entrent 
them not to attempt by violence or menace to 
deter others from taking the placos they have 
seen fit to relinqnish, To do this is to violate 
both Liberty and Law, and array all law-abiding 
peoplo against thom. But thoy haye a clear 
Jegal and moral right to make stoves; and there 
is no obligation of any sort to make them under 
the direction of “bosses.” Let them set to 
work at the earliest moment. 

The Journal says “the capitalists will be 
‘able to close the mines, and virtually to el

fond the duties on iron shall come off, and 
iron como from Europe chesper than it can be 
brought from our own mines. But those who 
make iron will always bo glad to sell it; and 
thoy whe buy at the low prices now ruling can 
make stoves cheaper than thoso who have to 
work up stock bought at tho higher prices which 
have ruled for the last two or three years. 

Nor will it be found ‘difficult to dispose of 
goods manufactured," as The Journal suggests, 
If the molders can make good stoves, and make 
thom cheap, they will be able to sell them. 
True, this is the slack season for the stoye-trade; 
but good stoves offered cheap will nevertheless 
find purehnsers, In this day of easy 
intereommunication and universal publicity, it 
were absurd to supposo that any class interest 
can prevent the sale of valuable products. Ii, 
then, the molders can make good and cheap 
stoves, we pray them to sot about it at once. 
Eyen though they should thus eam but fifty 
cents per day, that is infinitely better than to 
stand idle—often spending fifty cents in tho 
grogshops. 

In saying this, wo assume to decide wo ques- 
tion at issue between the molders and their 
late employers. We assume the right of either 
class to manage its own affairs in its own way, 
But we hold that there is no roal egress from 
anarchy of industrial interests but through an 
Organization of Labor which shall make the 
workmen virtually owners and masters‘of the 
shops wherein they work. Labor is now organ- 
ized on a monarchical basis, which needs to be 
republicanized. The task is arduons; it cannot 
be effected in a day nora year; but it ought 
nevertheless to be attempted at once, Let us 
lave a system which makes every workman a 
partner in the concern to which bis onorgies aro 
given. The Yankee whalo-ship, fitted ont on a 
“lay,” is a great improvement on the wages 
system. We have heard recently that certain 
iron-furnaces had been reorganized on a 
Kindred principle. A tun of iron ig 
represented, we will say, by the number ono 
hundred, whereof the one is reckoned so many 
parte, the furnace so many, melting so many, 
puddling so many, and so on, until the 
proportional yalue of every clement of cost is 
Topresented by its proper number. Tho iron 
being sold for cash, the naked price shows to 
every workman the sum to which ho is entitléd; 
thus Iron $80 per tun: Ore, 2 sharos, $1 60; 
Coal, 5 shares, $4; Limestone, 1 share, 800.; 
Melters, Paddlers, &o., their Tespective shares 
as pre-arranged—each man’s share being in ex- 
act proportion to the price obtained for the iron, 
Give us this Organization of Labor, and the 
Tariff Question (like all others) would settle 


itself.

As the area of Spain is estimated at 176,000 
square miles, and the population at 16,500,000, 
the united Republics contain about two-fifths of 
the population of Spain, but excced that power 
in territory more than five times., Bolivia, like 
Ecuador, cannot furnish for the present any 
considerable addition to the allied flest; but 
the formal alliance greatly adds to the power of 
resistance thus far displayed by Chili, and is a 
new guarantee for the final success of the 
republican institutions of South America in 
their struggle with Europe. 

Tho United States of Colombis, which have 
a population exceeding that of any of the Re- 
publics above named (2,794,000), have preferrod 
not to conclude for the present a formal alli- 
ance, but to content themselyes with a strong 
declaration of sympathy. President Murillo, 
in opening the Colombian Congress, omphati- 
cally expressed this sympathy, but was silent 
on the subject of the alliance. In the Con- 
gtess, a motion to join the alliance was made, 
but it was yoted down, It is thought, however, 
that this resolution may not be irrevocable, and 
that the President elect, who will enter upon 
his office in April, may auccessfally employ his

TME ABATTOIRS OF PARIS, 
Tho Frenchman of Paris, proverbially “the 
victim of tyranny, would look with amazement 
at the healthful privileges which the mild and 
boneficont sway of onr City Government ac- 
cords us. And nowhere would the contrast ap- 
pear sharper than between tho rigorous laws 
which regulate the Cattle Markets and Slangh- 
tor-Honuses of that oppressed Metropolis and tho 
almost irresponsible conduct of our own. 
Indeed, there is neither Cattle Market nor 
Slaughter Pen in Paris, The great markets are 
at Po , thirteen miles distant, and at Sceaux, 
five miles away. Tho Poissy sale is hold every 
Thursday; that of Sceaux every Monday. 
Within the city limits, though in the suburbs, 
are five public abattoirs where all the slaugh- 
tering for the town is performed. They are 
under the control of a Guild of Butchors, who 
are accountable to the Minister of the Interior, 
and are consulted when now arrangements are 
to be made by Government. ‘The most vigil- 
ant supervision of police attends them, and no 
butcher may follow his trade without a license. 
‘The slightest detail inthe slaughtering or eale 
of meat falls under the closest police regulation. 
The grent area of the Poissy Market is di- 
vided into three departmonts: the Calf Market, 
sale at 8 a. m.; the Cattle Market, sale at 10; 
and the Sheep Market, sale at 12, The Calf! 
Market is a stone platform, three or four fect 
high, with alight, lofty roof resting on stone 
pillars, giving it the appearance of tho pretty 
verandah above the Terrace at Central Park. 
Andit is as clean and cool as that aristocratic 
lounging-place, thongh all the calyes consumed 
in Paris are here inspected, chaffered for, and 
bonght. All is quiet, orderly and decent. 


When the eale is over, tha enrts strawn with 
<aousotrayw, are backed up to the platform, loaded, 


and strown again with straw, that the calves 
may be as comfortable as possible. Then they 
may drive to Paris, but by the prescribed road, 


the crowded city requiros it, and the great Na- 
poleon took time to arrange these matters when 
all Europe menaced his crown. 

The Cattle Market passes off as quietly as the 
other, There fs the same cleanliness, the same 
decency, the same caro for tho comfort of the 
animal. When tho’sale is over, the drovers sot 
ont for the city; but tho road they may take, 
the pace they may keep, the number they may 
drive, tho timo they shall occupy, aro matters 
which the Bureau decides. Thera is nothing to 
obstruct the road atthe hours when the droves 
move. There is no unduo driving, no lasing, 
no terrifying, no confusion. 

‘The Sheep Market is as well ordered as the 
other two, Two fountains play within its area, 
and all is clean and healthful. 

Cattle, calves and sheep, aro taken to tho 
abattoirs. These, though all within tho city 
walls, that they may pay tho octroi duty, are 
remoto from the populous districts and stand in 
open places. They cost about $3,400,000, and 
roturn an interest to the city of over six per cont. 

Montmartré, the largest, covers nearly nine 
acres of ground, and is surrounded by a high 
wall. The cattle, on their arrival from Po’ 
or Sceaux, are hurried into a large, open space, 
where each butcher selects his own. They are 
then stalled in large, comfortable, well-venti- 
lated sheds. Hore they are carofully fed, 
watered, and kept scrupnlously clean. The 
fodder must always be ready, and quantity and 
quality are regnlated by onactment. 

‘Tho slaughter-houses aro separated by acourt- 
yard from the stalls. They aro oxactly-alike, 
solid, strong, and fire-proof. They are payed 
with stone, are light, cool, well-ventilated, and 
abundantly supplied with water. Ench has 
two doors, one opening on the court, tho other 
on a payed yard where are the benches on which 
calves and sheep are killed, the ground shelving 
to a gutter, that the space may be moro easily 
and thoroughly oleatised. Each building is 33 
feet long, 164 fect wide, and 15 fecthigh. Each 
has a large windlass to bring tho head of the ox 
to the ground where it is to receive the death- 
blow, and to suspend the caronss for dressing; 
and with ranges of hooks from which the pre- 
pared animal hangs, without touching the walls. 
All the blood drips into a sunk stone basin, and 
no parlor is cleaner than those slaughter-pens. 
In other buildings, within the high walls of 
each abattoir, are the atables and coach-houses 
for the butchers; the rooms where calves’ heads 
and sheop’s feet are dressed; the place for the 
preparation of tripe; the molting-house for con- 
verting tho fat to tallow; the place for packing 
it; the places of deposit for offal, aud the water 
reservoirs. 

Each day, every part of the soveral slaughter- 
houses is carofully cleansed. So rigid is tho

By the emphatic yote of 79 to 46, the Hous 
on the 2Ist passed the bill to facilitate commer- 
cial, postal, and military communication among 
the several States. It authorizes every s 
railway compauy in the United Stat 
over its road and connections all pa: 
mails, freight, &o., from one State to anot! 
end to connect with other roads at State line 
so as to form continuous lines of transportation. 
‘The measure is so obviously just that tho only 
wonder is it should be necessary to enact 
sucha law, or that anybody could bo found 
to oppose it. Those who do (so must 
rt either that Cougress has- na 
power over the subject, or that commerce and 
transportation between the several States ought 
to be restricted at the pleasure of auy monopoly 
powerful enough to control a State Legislature, 
or rich enough to buy one. But the power is 
conterred expressly by the Constitution, whila 
he who contends against its exercise makos him- 
solf a champion of the Camden and Amboy, 
We predict that when this bill becomes a law 
it will puzzle eyen a Ne ‘y Chancellor ta 
decide that the right of transit over that State 
can any longer be vested exclusively in ons 
huge corrupt corporation. 

This bill was passed by the House early in 
the session and went to the Senate, but was re- 
called because the wording of one clause was 
deemed to release the Iinols Central.and other 
land-grant railroads from theit obligations to 
the Government. That mistake has beon ree 
tified, and we trust there is uo donbt that the 
billinits present form will be speedily considered 
and passed by the Senate.

Unuenal Excitement in the Convention— 
Weport Excluding ©olered Mien from 
the Hight of SBuffrage—Minority He- 
port in Favor of Negro Suffrage, by 
Mir. Degener, the German Delegato 
from Sno Actonio— Scenes in the 
Wouse—Remarke of the Spectators. 
From Our Special Correspondent. 
Austin, Feb. 26, 1266. 

This has been a day of unusual excitement in 
the Contention, the Houso being startled by au aval- 
anobe of Nortbern Radicalism, in the shape of a report 
in favor of negro suffrage. The Committee to which 
the subject of snffrage bad been referred, made a ma- 
Jority report, readopting the provision of the present 
Constitution, which reade thus: 


" Every free malo person who ehall bave attained tbe ago of 
21 yeary, and who shall bea citizea of the United States, and 
shall hove resided in this Stato one year uoxt preceding an 
election, aud the lant eix months within tho district, county, 
clty, or town, ip which he offers to voto (Indians not taxed, 
Afrleano and dercendants of Africans, excepted), wbsll bé 
‘Goemed a qualified elector," Ke. 


Aso mewber of tho Committee, Mr. Degener, the 
German delegate from San Antonio, objected té this re- 
port, and, in the Committee-room, made soveral proposi- 
tions to omend it, so as to give tho elective fravobise to 
colored men, immediately, or in the futuro; but all his 
amendments wero rejected, and, finally, the Committee 
wade the above report to the Convention, Mr. Degonor 
alone protesting agalost it, and promising « minority 
roport. This announcement caused considerable ox- 
citement within and witont the Convention, and great 


curiosity was manifested to know the charactor of tho 
rthooming dooumont. All supposed it would be rad: 
, inasmuch os negro suffrage In bis district was tho

posod that be would so far brave public. sentiment as 
‘to make an elaborate report in defense of measure vo 
odious to Toxans. To-day, however, the report was 
read, dispelling all donbta aa to ite real character. 

‘The seene in tho House during the roading of the 
document was novel and somewhat exciting. Tho 
Convention was anxious to bear it, and requested Mfr, 
Dogenor to occupy tho rostram in frontof the Speaker's 
ohair, and read from the Clerk’s desk, wo that he might 
bo ncon and heard by all. Gov. Hamilton, the Seoretary 
of State, tho Attorney-General, and othor State oftictals, 
beside a number of military ‘oflivers, oconpied seat 
withla tho bar of tho House, aud appeared to ho in- 
tenscly interestod ia the proceedings. ‘Tho usual busi- 
nees of roading newspapers ond writing lottora wa 
entirely suspended, and the delegates eat in profoand 
silence listening to the eloguent words of the noblo 
forelgner, who, in defiance of thom aud of public konti- 
mont, Was thus teuohing them the thoory of their own, 
the American system of government, and rebuking them 
for not reduoing it to praotioc, and thus rendoring Jas- 
tloo to the race they had so long oppressed. 

Once, daring the reading, the silonce was brokon by 
some meinbor requesting that a certain forcible passage 
again beread, Tho reading of the report being con- 
cluded, Mr. Degener returned to his seat, nnd for some 
thne vot a word was spoken, the members appeared to 
be undecided o8 to what action should be takon, At 
Iongth Gen, Davia (a Kadical Union man) moved that 
the roport bo printed and referred to the Loglelative 
Committos. This was opposed by somo Opposition 
member, Who did not believe the State should pay for 
printing’ argumence upon such o subject. Anothar ad-

On the 29th inst., wo wero hdvisod from tho camp of 
Lieut.-Gen, Grant that Alexander H Stephens, I. Mf. 
‘T, Hunter and John A. Campbell were applying for 
Joave to pass through the lines to Washington as Peace 
Commissioners to confor with the President. Thoy 
were permitted by the Lieutovant-General to como to 
his beadquertera, to await there the decision of tho 
President. Major Eckort was gont down (o moot the 
party from Richmond at Goo. Grant’s hoadqnartere. 
‘The Major was directed to delivor to tuem a copy of the 
President's letter to Mr, Blair, with o note to be ad- 
drossed to them avd signed by the Major, in which they 
wore dircetly informed, that if they sbonld be allowed 
to pass our lines thoy would bo understood as coming 
for an informal conference upon the basis of tho afore- 
named letter of the 18th of Jannary to Mr. Blair, If 
thoy ehonld oxpross their assent to this condition in 
writing, thon Mojor Eckert was directed to give thom 
safe conduct to Fortross Monroe, when.a person com- 
ing from tho President would meet thom. It being 
thought probable, frome report of thoir conversation 
with Licutenant-Genoral Grant, that tho Richmond 
party would in the mauner prescribed accept tho con- 
dition mentioned, the Secretary of State was chargod 
by the President with the dory of representing this 
Government at tho oxpeoted informal conforonee. The 
Seorctary arrived at Fostress Monroe on the night of 
tho 1st day of Februarr, Mojor Eckert mot him in tho 
morning of the 2d of February with the information 
that the persons who had come from Richmond bad uot 
accepted in writing the condition upon which 
bo was allowed to givo thom conduct to Fortress Mon- 
roc. The Major had given the samo information by 
tolograph to tho President at Washington. On receiy- 
ing this information, the President prepared a telegram 
directing the Seoretary to return to Washington. ‘The 
Seorstary was preparing, at the same moment, to do 
10, without waiting for instructions from the Prealdont. 
But at this Janctare Licut.-Gen. Grant telegraphed to 
tho Secretary of War, as woll as to the Soorctary of 
State, that the party from Riobmond had reconsidored 
‘and accepted the conditions tendered them through 
Major Eckert, and Gen. Grant urgently advised tho 
President to eonfer in person with the Richmond party, 
Under these oiroumstances the Seoretary, by the 
President's direotion, remainod at Fortress Monroo, 
and the President joined him there on tho night of the 
2d of February. Tho Richmond party was brought 
down the James River ino United States steam trans- 
port during the day, and,the transport was anchored at 
Hampton Roads, 

On the morning of the 3d the President, attonded by 
the Seoretary, received Messrs. Stophons, Hunter and 
Campbell, on board the United States stoam transport 
“River Queen,” in Hampton Roads. The Conforonce 
was altogether informal, ‘Thero was no attondanoo of 
secretaries, olerke, or other witnosses. Nothing was 
written or read. The conversation, though oarnest and 
free, was calm and courteous and kind on both 
sides. ‘Cho Richmond party approached the dis- 
cussion rathor indirootly, aud at no time did thoy 
cithor minke categorical domands, or tonder formal stip: 
nlations, or absolute refusals, Novortheloss, during the 
conference, which lasted four houra, the several pointa 
at issue between the Government and tho insurgents 
‘were distinctly raised and discussed fully, intelligontly, 
and in an aminblo spirit. What tho insurgent party 
seemod chiefly to favor was a postponement of tho 
question of reparation upon which tho war is wagod. 
and a mutual direotion of the efforts of Governmont, 
as woll us those of the insurgents, tosomo oxtrinsio polt- 
cy or scheme for a acason, during which passion might 
be oxpected to subside and tho armies to be reduced, 
and trade and intercourse betwoon tho people of both 
sections resumed. It was auggested by thom that 
through such postponement we might now havo immo- 
diate peace, with some not very certain prowpect of 
an ultimato satisfactory adjustment of political relations 
between this Govornment nnd tho States, section or 
people now ongaged in conflict with it,

Tho lateness of the 
season provented mo from visiting Idaho City, with its 
9,000 people, the largest town in tho Territory, and 
metropolis of all the placer and several of the quartz 
regions, 
Colorado Territory is a good illustration of the early 
uncertainties of mining. Its gold-bearing qnarts opened 
vory richly, and during tbe first, wild excitement fully 
$20,000,000 of Eastorn capital wore invested, One 
vempany sold $600,000 worth of stock at par, for oasb, 


and at tho close of HANES Pie as eel 
in the polico to clear the room of eager and impatient 
purchasers. As the quack advertisements say, 'cbil- 
dren cried for it.” Thus quartz mills with an aggro- 
gate of 2,000 stamps were sont to Colorado, and mines 
oponed. Dut at a certain dopth tho cbaraoter of tho 
yoins changed. Tho gold was there, but assoolated 
with pyrites of iron, and could not be separated by any 
known process. From that day Colorado mining has 
been practically suspended, Of course, American in- 
gonuity will prove equal to the emergency. After in- 
finite experimenting, several |proceesos for saving tho 
gold are nearly demonstrated successes, and mining 
stocks which had “tonched bottom" are once more ap- 
preoiating in value, In Peru, silver mines are workod 
at the dopth of 1,700 feet, and ono California gold mine 
is opened 1,000 feet with no exhaustion of the ore. 

At2a,m.Iloft Boise by Thomas & Ruckle’s. daily 
mail coach. A glorions sunrise found us on 6 monoto- 
nous sond-road, through desolate tracts of sage-brush 
threaded by clear, swift streams. We met many long 
paok-traina of horses and mules, Joaded with Winter 
goods, from Oregon; and at.4 p. m., 80 miles ont, 
stopped for tho night at Weiser Crook. ‘The single 
frame tavern and stage station beside the stream is the 
only ign of civilization visible to the carne! oye, but an 
election was going on to fill'a yacanoy in tho Legisla- 
tore, and from homes hidden in the desert bills, 28 
Amorloan sovercigus had come forth “to execute a 
freemon's will.” Every ono voted for the Democratic 
candidato—a fair indox of Idaho politica, 

The second day, at Old’'s Ferry, wo orossed tho 
Shoshonoo into Oregon. It yindfoated the name 
“wobfoot" which sardonic Californians have given it, 
dogiuning to rain violently the moment we entered tho 
State, and continuing every day since. Over atro- 
menduons hill, down into o boaotiful valley, and wo 
dined at Bfillor’s, who boasts scores of sheep, bundreds 
of cattle, an adodo houso with frame extovelon whore ho 
entertains cuesta every night, and a frame barn 100 
feat long, liko those of Oregon aud mountain districts 
of California. He sells fodder to Winter travelers on 
this great thoroughfare, bat never feeds it to his own 
stock, for a tun of bey fs worth more than an ox or a 
cow, aud the poor animals must pick up their own sub- 
aistonco or atarvo to death. Our afternoon ride was 
among tall, upright mountaing, along a shelf road, first 
upon one wall and then the other, of Burnt River 
Cajon, whoso rich soil produces no wood but sago 
brush. Slopt ot Exprose Ranche, whose beds we, mero 
transient gucsts, found swarming with permanent 
lodgers. 

‘Third morning: Raining again, and tho roads navi- 
gable, Among these high hills, two months ago, tho 
ooach was robbed of 616,000 in the hands of two Jow- 
ish merchants, taking monoy to San Francisco for 
themselves and their brethren, to avoid express charges 
‘After this brilliant experiment in saving at the spigot 
to lose at the bangbole, they will probably send thelr 
fands by Wells, Fargo & Company, who assumo all 
risks of robberice. We approach sottlomonts, dining at 
Baker City, which has an cight-stamp quartz mill in suc- 
cossful operation; and continaing along tho brosd, ricb. 
Powder River Valley with bunch grass four or five feot 
bigh. In full view riso tho Blue Mountains, well 
named, for under tho white, gaury clonds robing their 
snowy. peuks, thoy are of the deopest, richest blue. 
After a bundrod narrow escapes from oapslzing in the 
uneven, miry track, at 11p. m. reach Uniontown, where 
the rond branches, the north fork leading to Umatilla, 
and the south to Wallula. 

Fourth morning: Still raining, Cross Grand Round 
Prairlo, 30 miles by 19, lovel as a floor and symmetrio- 
ally inclosed by mountain walls. Its jot black soll looks

The Hudson no sore 
compares with it than does the Ohio with the Mudson.

‘The mineral resources of Oregon are yery great.

Tho House on the 23d passed—S9 to 53—the 
Finance bill, so amended that the Seoretary of 
the Treasury is forbidden to redeem more than 
$10,000,000 of Greenbacks within the next six 
months, nor more than $4,000,000 in any one 
month. 

As thus crippled, it is our impression that the 
bill ought not to become a law; and, if conour- 
red in by the Senate, we predict that it will be 
vetoed. It is bad enongh for o Government 
not to psy its debts, nor eyon try; but 
to gravely enact into os law thet, 
of a debt bearing no interest, and for which the 
value of tho face has been takon—a forced loan

Tho curiosity to learn the details of the re- 
form bill to be proposed by the English Gov- 
ernment was gratified on the 12th of March, 
when Mr. Gladstone, in a longthy speech, ex- 
plained the details, The bill reduces the quali- 
fications of county. voters from fifty 
pounds to fourteen pounds oconpancy, and 
for boronghs to seven pounds rental, 
and to lodgers paying ten poonds for 
apartments. The measure will add about 400,000 
to the present numbor of voters. The total 
number of voters in England, Wales and 
Scotland amounting in 1864 to 1,128,754, tho 
new Dill (which does not affect Ireland) will 
inorease the aggregate number of voters in this 
part of the kingdom to about 1,500,000 in a 
total population of 23,000,000. Tho bill deals 
only with the franchise, leaving the distribution 
of representation for another session. 


The Supreme Court of the United States has 
decided what are known as the Massachusetts 
liquor cases. Tho laws of that State prohibit 
the sale of liqnor, while tho liquor-sellors, 
under the Internal Reyenuo laws of the United 
States, are required to take ont 6 license. 
Being indicted under the State law and con- 
victed for a violation of it, they went up to the 
Supreme Court on the plea that a license for the 
United States was constructive permission to 
Sell, and paramount to tho State Probibitory 
law. The point was made and overruled in 
tho State courts, and the supremo tribunal of| 
the United States now affirms tho Massachu- 
setts decision. The prospect of a conflict be- 
tween Federal and State authorities, on which 
the liquor-dealers had counted, seems to havo 
disappeared wholly, and the Stato is left froo to 
enforce its own statutes. 4

sheep apertion of which fs long enough and strong 
coough to.comb, and for smo purposes is more valuable 
\ban tho C88da wool, whose worth principally depends 
‘on the brightness of tho aber, adapting it to the produc 
Yion of initation alpacis and mobair braids. Tho wool 
trom ths Lolcester, Cotwold, Lincoln, Teeswater aud 
Noowty Marah breodsis extremely heavy. ‘Though the 
‘tberef all woo! is hollow, the greater sizo of tho aper 
Yore therein makes largo Hibered wool lighter. ‘The 
wolof tho breeds mentioned makes a strong thread 
Deauso of Its cxtreme length, but because of its near 
wPronch to goliiity the thread is yory heavy for its 
ize, Braids requiring to bo mado of a small but strong 
thread, this weol, apart from its brightness, is well 
adapted to their production, 

What 4s termed native and quarter-blood makes a 
Targe bat Ligit throad on account of the hollowness of 
tho fiber; consequently n pound of this wool combed 
‘snd spun toas many yards’as the regular Canada comb- 
Yog would have a very lorge thread, and the braid made 
Srom this and required to have the same nomber of 
Yhroads would be oxtremoly large and bungling as well 
us entiroly yold of Inster. A box whioh would contain 
‘8 bundred gross of bralds from the Canada wool would 
uot Lold more thon eighty gross from tho common wool, 
alttoagh a gross of ono Weighs no more than a gross of 
ths other. 

Bot in all cases whero a worsted fabric is required of 
8 lostorless black or brown, tho native and quarter- 
blood is tho most valuable, provided that tho staple is 
free and strong, well defined and purged from hair. 

‘Tho turoad boing larger than that from tho Canada of 
the samo weight will mako o thicker and at the same 
timo a lightor fabric; that is, if in the space of one inch 
yo havo Gi threads, tho native wool wonld produce a 
Tabric equal in thickness to one produced from tho 
Canado with 75 threads, and woigh no heavier than 
‘cloth frow that wool with 61 threads to the inch, and 
fn weaving With cotton warps to produce a eofter 
thread, its more desirable becanse it is not so linble to 
eat the warp, and whon Woven in a twill it produces a 
much more Woolly appearance, and has a softer feoling 
than tho long wool fabrics of England and Canada, 
‘The wool from the Southdown on this account, where 
luster is not desired, is always preferred to either the 
Cotwold or the Leicester. 

‘Tho creat bulk, however, of this class of wool is so 
iy destitute of character, being thin, coarse,

weak and hairs, and sometimes cotted, that it is only 
fit for coarso blankets or carpets, for which parp:

9 produces almost 03 good wool. Andevery wool 
house contains a large smount of thia class of 
wool, which is waiting for buyers, and when sold must 
boat a yory low price, 
Daring the war this kind of wool brought good prices 
it was in request for olothing soldiers, but that 
demand is nt an end, and we hope the doy is far distant 
when it will be required for euch purposes, Bat itis 
not a difficult matter, nor is the process slow or tedious 
to prodoce stock from these ewes, which will shear 
fleeces almost as valuable as the finest wool raised in 
the United States. 

Woe are now, in this country, producing a fabric 
which, a8 {ts name implies, was first produced in 

‘ranoe, Maslin do Laine or Muslin of Wool; this was 

made of all wool and printed; it was next introdnecd 
Into England, where it was soon after produced from 
votton and wool, the warp being cotton, the filling wool; 
It was next brongbt into this country, but the wool for 
the filling was carded in place of being combed as in 
Franco and England. When combing machines wero 
perfected in England they were soon introduced here, 
‘ond to such an extent has the production of De Laines 
been carried that they may be étriotly called an Ameri. 
tan manufacture; if not by invention; certainly by 
pdoption. 
} In tho prodnotion of Muslin de Laines in this conntry 
tuero are annually consumed abont 6,000,000 pounds of 
wool, producing about 48,009,000 yards of cloth, which 
{ssold for oyer $12,000,000, And this amount is not 
Jikely to become leas, since the production—although it 
Busy appear enormons—is not nearly equal to ® 
(mand. ag wo ore importing every year large quantities 
Both from England and Franco. 

Yet, notwithstanding the large amount of material 
‘ased for this purpose, there is scarcely a flock of sheep 
{n the whole country producing, as a whole, this cla 
of wool A fow farmers keep from n dozen to twenty 
sheep, the wool from which is good Do Laine staple, but 
flocks largor than these are not to be found, and this 
Kind has to bo selected from large quantities of other 
‘srool, and, what is of vast importance to the farmer, no 
fmported Wool ontera into competition with this class of 
‘wool; norisit likely to be imported. England is tho 
aly coantry which produces it, and were the daties re- 
pealod to-doy it wonld bo worth about as much as it is 
now, for Southdown wool is worth in England from 40 
YoHcents por 1, gold, which in currency would be 
$rom 53 to 57 cents, and this would be the coarsest part; 
‘Yor es there are different qualities of goods produced, 
rothere are required different qualities of material. 
Jn no instance is fall-blood merino used. Do Laine 
f¥Vool in this country’ is, with the exception of alittle 
Bouthdown, the sole product of grades, rauning from 
puc-quarter to three-quarters blood; little of the latter, 
Roweyer, boing used excopt for the finest challies. 
| Bat all quarter-bred wool is not adapted to the pro- 
Gcction of Muslin do Loines, nor fs it all three-quarters 
fitted for oballies; length and strength of staple are im- 
portant considerations. 

Muslinde Laine Wool, as the name would imply, 
mould be both warp and filling wool, but as it is used in 
this country it means filling, for when we designate 
Maslin de Laines made of all wool, we use the term all 
‘Fool De Lines. Thera are some De Lainos made in this 
‘ountry which are all wool. For the warp a longer and 
ptrouger staple is required than for filling; for the latter 
the staple of the quarter-blood should be not less than 
two anda half inobes long (two inches would be long 
a2ough for half and three-quarters blood), bat for the 
warp the staple should not be shorter than threo and 
‘alf inches, and should be perfect in growth, having no 
weak place, ‘The bottom of the ataple should bo free 
andclear, and in order to produce such a result tho 
farmer wust be very careful that the condition of the 
abeep does not vary, for sbould it thero will bo a weak 
lace in the fiber which will very much lessen the yaluo 
of the wool; its market does not depend on Do Laines 
lone, for doeskins and fancy cassimores requiren strong 
staple for warp wool, Farmors who own owes pro- 
Guoing this long, thin, weak, hairy, characterless wool, 
may fom them soon produce stock which will yield 
vwool worth to-day 65 cents currency, and mect with 
ready sale, while the former kind will scarcely cell at 
any price, Noto thot the class of sheep which pro- 
sdaces this inferior wool is almost always of vory info- 
mior form, and we recommend that when the farmer be 
gins to improve his wool he should not be regardless of 
construction, for be way rest asaured that he cannot 
‘Produce good wool, good mutton, or good Jambs exoopt 
rom well-formed sheep. And if ho is desirous of rais- 
ing atock which will produco good wool, lot him obtain 
@ long stapled Spanish merino raw, or, better, a Fronch 
‘merino of good form, or a well-proportioned fine-wooled 
grade ram. Speaking of long staple, we should not ox- 
pect avy of thom to be over two inches long. ‘Tho 

Jabs from this cross would produce very good De Laine 
‘Aol, and if well kept through tho Winter a good 

many of thoir fleeces would make excellent warp wool. 

Bhould tho farmer desiro if, he might sclect another 

good thoroughbred merino ram for his young ewes, 

‘and thoy would produco lambs yielding a fteoca well 

adapted for obalies, and also, if well fod, making oxcel- 

Toot warps for csssimeres and doeskins, and being 

about as yalaable as fall-blood merino for the prodxction 

of theso grados. For it must be remembered that well- 
fed and well-grown American grado merino bus no 
competitor the world through, and Sf any there wero it 
must pay the highest rate of duty, while much which 
eomea into competition with this poor, coarse wool, 
only pays a duty of Scents per pound. But if the far- 
mer is not contented (o stop at this point with bis grade 
ewes, let bim obtain but one or two more thoroughbred 
rama and be willscon have stook that would dejy the

For itis tho natare of sheep, so far aa wool ia con- 
cerned, to brocil toward tho bnolk; that is, a coarao: 
Wooled ewe served by m fine-wooled buck yontd pra- 
Guce stook which would ba more thna half way toward 
| tle.buck in quality of wool, provided that both were 
equally vigorous, 

Southdown wool, at tho prescut thme, is valuable as 
coarse De Laine, or for filling for Canada warps, its 
yoluo for Kersoy wool having passed away with the 
demand for Ko But sf tho Southdown oywo is 
seryeil with a merino ram, then we lave from the stock 
a wool Falaable for the finer Do Laines and also for 
Warps for medium cassimeres, while tho superiority of 
the mntton is left unimpaired. If e well-formed ram 
has been used, thelr aptitude to fatton Js still the same; 
the ewes are good nurses, hardy and prolifio; the merino 
part improyed for mutton and lambs, the Southdown 
part vory much irupraved for wool. 

Wo have seon crosses with tho Leloestor, the Cots- 
Wold, and the moriuo recommonded, and wo havo seen 
gomp excellent speeimens both of wool and sheop from 
suoh across, A farmor, with whom we are well a0 
qnainted, nd a ennll flook of Loloestor ewes from 
which bo hod bred till they were so aged that their 
wool had become coarse, cotted, ani alippery-haired, 
and almost yalueless. He obtained a well-formed 
Spanish merino ram with a tolorably long etaple, and 
tho lambs from thia cross produced a most excollont Do 
Lino wool. His lambs, he assired us, brought as 
good aprice as before the cross, his wool as about 
double in yaluo, nnd the aptitude of his wethers to 
fatten unimpaired. It {snow 12 or 1 years since lo 
crossed the breed, and he still continues to breed from 
the same stock with good resolts, If such n change 
could bo made in tho charactor of old run out Leicester 
ewes! Wool, what might not bo done with our native 
ews’ wool? In 1859, within tho limits of the Woroes- 
tor South Agricultural Socloty, Massachusetts, thero 
was scarcely a sheop to bo fonnd which produced a do- 
cent fleece of wool. ‘Tho fine ewes wore old and run 
ont, and were neither fit for broadcloth nor cassimeres, 
and seareely for flannols; the coarse-wooled sheep pro: 
duced a fleece as hafry almost ag Donskoi, but neither 
so long, so strong, nor go free in tho bottom, a large 
quantity being very cotted. But by crossing the course 
Wooled ewes with a good merino raw, and the fine awes 
with a Leicester, Gotewoll or Southdown ram, a grade 
of shoop from this indiscriminating oross was produced 
which Ficls fleaces that are nowhere surpassed for De 
Lainey, and for which a good price is obtained, while no 
foreign importations compete with it, as it is protected 
by tho highest rate of duty. Morcoyer, the mutton 
brings a good prica, the lambs sell well, and sheop hns- 
bandry, which was at ono’ timo scarcely worth consid. 
coring, is now the most profitable branch of agriculture 
inthnt scotion. Wo wish it to be understood that wo 
do not recommend crossing the emall, fine-wooled owes 
with large, coarse-wooled rams, Whenever such a 
cross fs attempted, the small ram onght to serve the 
larger owe; the caso cited arising out of the clream. 
stance that if the farmers sold their old fine owes they 
could obtain but o poor price for them, while tue larger 
kind was very scarce; consequently, they did tho best 
they conld, brod from them and obtained the stock thoy 
wanted. 

In 1864, Simeon F, Marsh, e39., exhibited before the 
samo gociety, in tho town of Strowbridge, Massnchu- 
setts, a ewe, of which he gays: "Tho ewe which I pre- 
sent for your consideration and promium is of my own 
raising, and wos four years old last Spring, Breed, 
merino and Cotswold; keeping, hay aud grass, without 
grain; weight, 164 1, She has raised a lamb each 
year, Which bas boon cold from $f to $8. ‘The product 
wen this year ono lamb, sold to the butchor for 
$7 47; 84 Wb of wool, $6 43, making a total of S13 20." 
Mz. Hammond, of Charlion, exhibited at tho same fair 
a well-formed owe, only efghtcon months old, of the samo 
croas; the produots from which were one lamb, sold to 
the butchor for $6 75; 6 TS of wool, $450, making a 
total of $11.95, John R. Brower, esq., of Hingham, 
osbibited at the same fair o ram of the same cross, a 
spondidly-formed animal, weighing 186 tb, nnd shear- 
ingal0 I fleece, Tho fleeces from these sheep were 
excellent Do Laine wool, and tho time has beea when 
we should have recommended this cross in all sections 
where lambs and mutton bad n market; but this was be- 
fore the manufacture of worsted commenced, and now 
tho wool from the pure Cotswold and Leicester would 
be of more valne than that produced by tho cross. The 
Southdown and Lefoester cross used to produce a comb- 
ing wool which brought the highost price in the English 
warket, bat the Southdown being a dull wool, and the 
bright haired being the most valuable, ond the wool 
produced by the cross less brigbt-haired than the pure 
Leicester, it is worth leas, but the Southdown and me- 
rino prodace a Do Laine wool unsurpassed by any 
raised in this or any other country. Thoso remarks we 
submit to the careful consideration of every farmer 
who produces a class of wool withont character, and 
withont bayers, and we would ask him if ho docs not 
think it would be td his interest to produce a wool 
which is in good demand, and brings a good price, and 
never stands in awe of a foreign competitor.
